and from its perpetual wars, 


During our entire history, there- 
fore, we have had an uneusy re- 
lationship owith | Furope the 
more uneasy because, In spite of 
everything, we remain intrinsically 
a European civilisation, The stream 
of economic and intellectual life 
has continually commingled. Fin- 
ance and trade have tied us more 
closely to Europe and to the col- 
onies and nations that represent 
European settlement, than to any 
other part of the globe, 

Our intellectual life is) inextri- 
cably intermingled with the 
thought of Europe. Before this 
present crisis there was no part 
of Europe in which a civilised 
American could not find men and 
women who had read the same 
books, listened to the Same music. 
een trained in identical sciences 
and coinmanded the same ideas. 

Yet, when we went to Europe. 
even those of us born here et 
native-born fathers felt that we 
were going  back-—returning 20 
something left behind—and_ rea- 
Nsed that to want to leave Europe 
behind has been an American urge 
for a century and a half. 

Who among us who has travell- 
ed and tived in’ Europe has not 
felt that overwhelming surge oof 
homesickness, that longing for 
the casual, candid, ironic and 
homely speech of one's fellows:

This matter of ‘the American 
relationship to Europe has got to 
be setiled. It has got to be sct- 
tled once and for alt—or once and 
for several centuries to come. And 
it cannot be settled in the man- 
ner in which it has been settled . 
hitherto—by brief and periodic 
interventions in Europe, after 
which we pulled out, and tried to 
resume our traditional half or 
‘three quarters isolation. America 
hns come of age; it 1s no longer 
in any sense a colony of Eurupe;

HOW THE | 


EAGLES GoT 


A page of history was 
written recently when 
thirty-odd United States 
pilots volunteered to form 
themselves into d regular 
squadron of the Roya] Air 
Force under thé proud 
title “Eagle Fighter Squa- 
dron.” 


Whatever muy be the final 
effect of the creation of this all- 
American squadron on public 
opinion elsewhere, the stimulating 
effect on Britatn of this “splendid 
and spontaneous gesture” is be- 
yond doubt. As future ‘historians, 
when they come to tell the full 
story of “Eagle Squadron," will 
probably speak of the aptness of 
its title and its emblem, it may be 
useful to record just how Eagle 
Squadron got its badge. 

The idea of the squadron was 
first conceived by Mr. Charles 
Sweeny, a well known Americanj 
citizen resident for somé years in 
London. Remembering the fam- 
ous Lafayette Eseadrille of the: 
last war, whose proud — instgnial 
was the feathered head of an 
American Indian, he cast about 
for a suitable badge to distinguish 
the members of the Squadron, 
when it should be formed. 

As the national emblem of 
America, an eagle seemed the in- 
evitable insignia for these Ameri- 
can airmen. It suggested its own 
name for the Squadron. In the 
; preliminary falks with the British 
authorities the new squadron was 
spoken of in various ways. The 
first official reference to “Eagle 
Squadron” was in a note by Sir 
Hugh Seely, M.P., Parliamentary 
Private Secretary to Sir Archibald 
Sinelair, in which the final pro- 
posals were put forward, From 
then on ‘Eagle Squadron’ was the 
official tide. 

The design of the badge was the 
work of the Americans themsel- 
ves, and was accepted by the Air 
Ministry and approved by H.M. 
the King. The eagle depicted, 
with spread wings pointing up- 
wards, does not closely resemble 
the official American’ eagle, as 
shown 0n national insignia of the 
United Sfates.

FOR FITNESS 


THE WAR OFFICE is to release key-men who 
were employed as physical training organisers and 
leaders before the war so that they can give fitness 
instruction to the Youth Service Corps. 


This corp is a nation-wide scheme designed to 
attract all between the ages of fourteen and twenty 
to the idea] that fitness is an act of service to the 


country. 


Already the War Office is re- 
leasing xbout 100 men. 


Every available gymnasium 
hall, playing field) and sports 
ground will be used. and the War 
Office has circularised Commands 
emphasising that the requisition- 
ing of premises suitable for re 
creational work should be avoide 


It is realised that the provi- 
sion of facilities and instruc. 
tors alone will not ensure the 
success of the scheme. The vital 
link ig the method of approach 
to the young people concerned. 


“No Hitler Youth’”’ 


This will be came ed out ina 
variety of ways, incl&ing appeals 


to children just leaving school and 
couperation with old scholars’ as- 
sociations and evening institutes. 


The scheme is outlined in a 
circular sent to local authorities 
by Mr. Ramsbotham, President of 
the Board of Education. 


But it is felt that more young 
people can be brought to ré@alise 
that the maintenance of fitness is 
an act of service. 


“No Hitler Youth tdea is con- 
templated,” says Mr. Rams- 
botham. “There ia no question 
of regimentation or militarisa- 
tion.” 


The aim of the scheme is to 
build upon the systematic physical 
training given in the schools, and 
to give young people who have 
ceased full-time attendance at 
school wider opportunities for 
physical recreation. 


Fitness-For-Service 


The “Fitness - for - Service” 
scheme, started by the Central 
Council of Recreative Physical 
Training, in conjunction with the 
Football Association, will be ex- 
panded. 


This scheme is now timited to 
boys and men of the age of 
sixteen and upwards, but the 
possibility of its extension to 
giris and women 
amined. 


The board of Education and the 
directorate of the scheme 
emphasise that there are to be no 
forced-labour methods, nor, of 
course, will the training be con- 
fined to “physical jerks,” a con- 
ception of physical training which 
in this country has been obso- 
lescent for a long time.

“KNEW I 
FACED 
DEATH” — 


That she had been un- 
faithful to her husband 
and had got herself into a 
mess over debt was the 
reason alleged to have 
been given by a thirty- 
five - year-old mother 
charged with killing her 
child with an axe.

Wilson, of Balmoral-terrace, New- 
castle-on-Tyne. She was charged 
at Newcastle with the murder of 
her six-year-old son, Peter, in a 
bedroom at her home. She was 
remanded. 


Mr. Barry Jones, prosecuting, 


sald Mrs, Wilson went up to a 
constable and said, “j have killed 
imy chiid.” 


When police officers visited the 
house they found.the boy suffering 
from head injuries. He died early 
next morning. 


In a voluntary statement, Mrs. 
Wilson was alleged to have said 
that she hit her son several times 
on the head and neck with an 
axe, 


The alleged statement went 
on: “The reason why I did it 
was because | got myself into 
a mess aver debt, and | was 
unfaithful to my husband. Pe- 
ter was a good boy, but | have 
neglected him. { had thought 
about killing Peter for . some 
time, | knew if t killed him 1 

. would have to dle.” 


A doctor said Mrs, Wilson ap- ° 
peared to be suffering terrible an- 
guish. He formed the opinion that 
she was suffering from active me- 
Jancholia, a form of insanity. 


Wilson’s husband was stated to 
be a sergeant in the Royal En- 
gineers.

A Hurricane pilot now 
knows that third time is 
lucky. In a dog-fight over 
south-east London, he be- 
gan by “damaging” one 
Dornier, with a second 
“probably destroyed.” He 
sent his third Dornier 
crashing down to explode 
near the north bank of 
the Thames estuary, — a 


clear case of “‘destroyed.” 


These are the three headings 
under which the Fighter Com- 
mand of the R.A.F. counts enemy 
casualties. The Hurricane _ pilot 
got all three in a matter of min- 
utes, keeping the best till the last. 
Here is what he said when he 
came down:
